The Kerala Scribes Test - January - 1961. 
1. It is hereby notified that the Kerala Scribes Test 
Examination will be held on Saturday the 28th January 1961, at 
the following centres: 

(1) Tellicherry 
(2 ) Kozhikode 
(3 ) Palgbat 
(4 ) Ernakulam 
(5) Kottayam 
(6 ) Quilon 

(7) Trivandrum 
2. The exact place of conducting the examination in the 
District will be notified in the Office of the respective District 
Registrars in due course . 

3. The examination shall consist of only one paper on 
handwriting. The duration of the paper will be one hour and 
shall carry a maximu n of 100 marks. The minimum marks for 
securing a pass in the Scribes Test will be 50 % 

4. Any person not being disqualified under Rule 7 of the 
Kerala Document-writers Licence Rules 1960 , who has studied 
up to the 6th Standard , 2nd Forni or 6th Class, or who pro 
duces a certificate from the Sub Registrar concerned that he was 
continuously working as a Scribe under a document-writer for a 
period not less than two years, is eligible for admission to the 
Scribes Test. Necessary certificates to prove the qualifications 
shall be attached to the application for admission to the Test. 
Applications without the requisite certificates will be rejected . 

5. The examination will be conducted in Malayalam , Tamil 
and Kannada. Candidates will have the option to answer in 
one of the three languages . But the language in which the candi 
date desires to be examined shall be specified in the application. 

6. The fee for admission to the Scribes Test is Rs. (2 ) two 
only. The fee must be paid into a Government Treasury under 
the Head of Account "REGISTRATION XIC (5 ) MISCEL 
LANEOUS -EXAMINATION FEES" and the chalan in original 
attached to the application. The fee will not be received 
in cash . The fee once remitted will not be refunded under any 
circumstances. 
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7. Applications should be made in the prescribed form 
which can be had from the Offices of the District Registrars and 
Sub Registrars in the State . Applications not in the printed 
from will be summarily rejected. 

8. Applications should be sent by registered post and 
should reach the Inspector General of Registration , Kerala , 
Trivandrum 1, not later than 5 p. m ., 11th January 1961. Late 
applications will not be admitted on any account. Candidates 
are therefore advised to re nit their fees and send their applica 
tions sufficiently early o as to ensure that they reach this office 
in time. Every application should be sent in a separate cover 
With the superscription " APPLICATION FOR SCRIBES 
TEST." Particular care should be taken to see that the appli 
cations are accompained by the requisite chalans and the certi 
ficates for qualifications. 

9. No candidate willbe allowed to sit for the examination 
outside the District in which he resides, without the previous 
sanction of the Inspector General of Registration . " DISTRICT" 
as used in this notificationmeans the Registration District and 
not the Revenue or any other District. 

10. Applications which do not comply with these rules and 
the instructions printed on the application forms will be sum 
marily rejected 

ii. No correspondence as to whether an application has 
been received in the Office of the Inspector General of Registra 
tion before the time and date fixed therefor shall be entered 
into. Candidates who desire the receipt of their applications 
acknowledged ,must send with their applications self addressed 
Post Card ,which will be returned with the seal of this office in 
token of receipt of application . 

12. Any candidate who does not behave properly towards 
the Chief and Assistant Superintendents of the examination or 
is found to have had recourse to malpractice of any kind will 
have his examination invalidated and will be liable to be de 
barred from appearing for the examination again , either per 
manently or for such terms as the Inspector General of Regis 
tration may think fit. 

13. Candidates will not be allowed to enter the examination 
hall 15 minutes after the commencement of the examination or 
allowed to leave it before 15 minutes to the time of termination 
of the examination . 

14. Hal ! tickets will be sent to the respective District 
Registrars. The candidates shall get their hall tickets from the 
Registrars on production of identification certifica.es obtained 
from the Sub Registrars concerned . 

15. The examination will be conducted between 11 a . m . 
and 12 Noon on 28th January 1961. unless otherwise notified in 
advance .
